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EDUCATIONAL 


SECOND DAY'S PROCEEDINGS. 


The Convention was called to order at 
10 o’clock, the President, Hon. W. H. 
Battle, in the chair. 

Prayer by Rev. Dr. Atkinson, of Vir- 
ginia. 

Messrs. Pritchard, Mangum and Bran- 
son, of the city came forward and en- 
rolled their names as members. 

Governor Caldwell asked that his 
name be registered trom Burke instead 
of Wake. 

Minutes of yesterday read and ap- 
proved. 

Hon. John W. Norwood proceeded to 
deliver an essay on 


AGRICULTURAL EDUCATION, 


which came up tothe standard of the 
excellent writings of this gentleman. 

At the conclusion of the essay, Prof, 
Mclver offered a motion to restrict de- 
bate to ten minutes length on any sub- 
ject before the convention. 

Dr. Craven, Gov. Caldwell and J. II. 
Harriss, of Wake, opposed the motion 
which was withdrawn by the mover. 

Reports of committees being in order 
Major Bingham submitted the report 
from the committee on 


COMMON SCHOOLS 


and reported as follows: 

The Committee to whom was referred 
the resolution in reference to the pre- 
sent school law of the State and other 
resolutions, regret that the time allowed 
them within which to report, has been 
inadequate to a proper discharge of the 
important dutics assigned them. They 
can Only state in general terms that 
the great want is that of a proper pub- 
lic zeal on the subject of education, and 
the means necessary for the support of 
schools. 

It appears that there are about three 
hundred and fifty thousand children in 
the State between the ages of six and 
twenty-one years, and that the law pro- 
vides an annual school fund of about 
two hundred and fifty thousand dollars, 
making about seventy cents for each 
child, 

The Constitutien requires that a free 
public school shall be taught four 
months each year in every school dis 
trict in the State. 

The law provides, that the question 
of levying an additional school tax shall 
be submitted to the qualified veters in 
each county separately. 

The committee are informed that very 
few counties in the State have voted for 
the additional tax, so that seventy cents 
a year for each child is all that the law 


provides for carrying on the schools, ac- 


cording to the requirements of the con- 
stitution. It is needless to say that the 
means provided is altogether inadequate 
to the end. 
These additional facts are striking 
and suggestive. The population of the 
State in the year 1870 was 1,071,361, 
Of this population there were 397,690 
persons whe could rot read and write— 
166,397 whites and 230,000 colored. 
There are about 350,000 children in 
the State, 230,000 of them are white; 
120,000 ure colored. 
In that year, 65,301 white children 
and 11,419 colored, attended school. 
The Report of the Superintendent of 
Education shows that there were last 
year in public schools about 50,681 
children—34,294 white and 16,387 col- 
ored, and 7,055 in private schools. 
In the year 1860, 116,576 children at- 
tended sebool. 
Inthe year 1850, 100,808 attended 
school. 
The committee beg leave to report 
the following resolutions ° 


1. That the dignity and importance 
of the Educational interest of à people 
cannot be over estimated, and they may 
never be neglected but at the hazard 
of consequences Which no friend of hu— 
manity can contemplate without feartul 
apprehension. 

2. That the general Educational in- 
terests of this Ftate are deplorable and 
alarming in a high degree, ard are 
such as to require and command the 
noblest and most self-sacrificing efforts 
of every true son of North Carolina to 
relieve her from such serious embarrass- 
ment. 

3. That the Chairman of this Con- 
vention appoint a committee ot seven 
members, charged with the follow ing 


duties: 


Ist. To prepare and have published 
and circulated throughout the State an 
address to the people, in which it shall 
be shown that the small amount of 
money the State does raise by annual 
taxation for educational purposes can 
be most beneficially used by the estab- 
lishment, in each school district, of a 
common school, in which shall be 
taught spelling, reading, writing, pri- 
mary geography and the elementary 
rules of arithmetic at least; and ‘bat 
said school be kept up at least during 
four months of the year; and that the 
text books for the use of said schools 
shall be furnished by the Superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction. 

2d That the committee shall corres- 
pond with members of the General As- 
sembly upon this subject, and shall 
memorialize the General Assembly to 
pass such laws as may be necessary to 
effectuate the purposes of this resolu- 
tion. 

4. That in the judgment of this Conven- 
tion national aid should be extended to 
the States for the promotion of ecuca- 
tion,and particularly popular education, 
and that the chair appoint a com- 
mittec of —— +o memorialize Congress 
on this subject. 

5. That this Convention respectfully 
and earnestly request and urge every 
friend of the State, the people, and par- 
ticularly the clergy, all public speakers 
and the Press, to be zealous and con- 
siant in making efforts to arouse the 
whole {people to a realizing sense of 
the paramount importance of Educa- 
tion, and especially of common schools, 
and of the overruling necessity for uni- 
versal, active and coraial co-operation 
among them to the rising and coming 
generations, and thus avoid the blight 
and disgrace of ignorance.

Prof. Mclver moved to strike cut 
resolution three for the reasons:

present school law, which was passed 
with great unanimity by the last Gen- 
eral Assembly, before the people had 
given it a trial. 

2d. The change proposed was con- 
trary to the Constitution of the State. 

3d. That it would injure the school 
system and degrade it to a system of 
pauper schools. 

4th. That it would be injurious to 
the cause vf education in the State, be- 
cause it would be an implied declaration 
by the Convention, that the State would 
perversely refuse to increase the school 
fund. 

Hon. T. C. Fuller replied in ad vocacy 
of the adoption of the report as it was. 
To the objections offered by Prof. Mc- 
Iver, Col. Fuller gave the following 
reasons: 

Ist. That education ought to be uni- 
versal. 

2d. That the State ought to afford 
the best facilities it can for the educa- 
tion of all children who cannot other- 
wise be educated. 

3d. The want of education is the 
great want in North Carolina. 

4th. That as the educational fund 
raised by annual taxation is not sufficient 
for the high education of all, it ought 
to be so used as to educate, though but 
to a limited degree, the largest number 
of those who wust either rely on the 
State for an education or remain in ig- 
norance. 

Sth. That the two hfindred and fifty 
thousand dollars (amount raised for ed- 
ucational purposes) is not large enough 
to keep up schools of high grade for the 
three hundred thousand children in the 
State; and, therefore, it.opght to be ex- 
pended in the establishment and keep- 
ing up, in every school district in the 
State, good commongschools§wherein may 
be learned the rudiments— wherein 
children may at least be taught to spell, 
read, write and cypher. 

6th. That the present system is de- 
fective, and the system proposed by the 
resolution under debate is much more 
likely to supply the need for universal 
popular education. 

Captain Dugger, of Warren, opposed 
the resolution principally on account 
of the prescribed time for the opera- 
tion of the schools. Though engaged 
in the capacity of a teacher of a higher 
school, he was nevertheless a firm 
friend and advocate of the common 
schools and thought the best teachers 
should be employed for this purpose. 
He was willing bimself and thought 
others engaged in higher schools 
should devote all their spare moments | 
and vacation to the teaching of the 
Primary Schools,cither white or colored. 
Strike out this clause and he favored 
the adoption of the report. 

Maj. Bingham was in favor of the 
resolution and ably advocated the 
adoption of the resolution as a whole. 
He spokeof the present worthless school 
system, that even with the appropriation 
of $250,000 by the Stete there were but 
few Common §Scoools in existence in 
the State. In his county, Orange, he 
did not know of but one in operation, 
and should this sum, now already too 
small, be devoted in part to graded 
schools, little or no good would be ac. 
complished. 

Hon. J. W. Norwood in reply said: 
I rise to make suggestion only, nota 
speech. I am in favor of the principle 
of the resolution. The school income 
is $250,000, and it is inadequate for the 
pupils; $250,000 cannot educate 350,000 
children. And sir, you cannot raise 
more money by taxation. There is an 
inseparable constitutional difficulty in 
the way. The constitution provides 
that three-fourths of the poll tax sball 
be applied to education. But as things 
arethe colored people get the benefit 
of the laigest share of the fund, and 
they do not,as a general thing,pay their 
poll tax, and have no land to tux, and 
you cannot, therefore, expect the white 
people to tax their lands for this pur- 
pose, until the colored people pay their 
poll taxes. 

And you can only get the difliculty 
out of your way by a constitutional 
amendment, requiring every voter to 
exhibit the sherifl’s receipt for his taxes 
before he is allowed to vote. 

Witheut this change you have got 
all the movey you can get. The present 
law puts the question to the people to 
raise more school money by taxation 
and they have reftusedto doit. 

Mr. R. C. Badger stated the temper 
of the present Legislature of which he 
was a member in regard to the matter 
now under discussion; that it would 
not in his opinion levy a larger tax for 
school purposes, and to utelize what we 
have now, he would favor the adoption 
of the report as a whole. 

Mr. J. W: Holden said that he had 
moved the adoption of the report as a 
whole because of its broad, catholic, 
patriotic, North Carolina spirit, and he 
objected to the striking out of the third 
resolution for this reason, as well as be- 
cause it mcrely proposed to memoralize 
the General Assembly and the people, in 
favor of asystem of education which 
was substantiaily « return to the old 
basis of education in this State. ‘There 
must be a begining somewhere; an equal 
and just dispensation of the public funds 
in primary education; and after that the 
schools could expand and grow, until 
we should be able to crown the pyra- 
mid with a University, whose value no 
one could calculute. He urged the 
value of time, the weight of ignorance 
which depresses our advance in arts aud 
sciences, und the pawcity of the means 
which we have to meet the demands of 
the future. He called attention to the 
merits of the former system, and the fact 
that it had just reached far enough, 
prior to the war, to justify the estab- 
lishment of graded and Normal schools, 
and counselled the guidance of the fu- 
ture by the experieace of the past. For 
these reasons he favored the adoption 
of the report as a whole as issued by 
the committee.

W. W. Peebles, Esq., of Northamp- 
ton, and Prof. Melver still opposed the

Mr. Peebles in his able argumen: 


said that the sentiments uttered by his 


Rev. Mr. Mangum offered an amend- 
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friend, Mr. Fuller, and the other gens 
tlemen on that side of the question, met 
his hearty concurrence; but he disa- 
greed with them in their conclusions. 
Ile was opposed to the third resolution, 
und in favor of Prof. Melver's amend- 
ment. That resolution looked to a vio- 
lation of the Constitution. Every child 
in the State between six and twenty- 
one years of age basa right under the 
Constitution to an education at the ex- 
pense of the State. If you open the 
schools but four months in the year, 
and limit the brancbes taught to read- 
ing, writing, spelling, arithmetic, and 
the elementary principles of geography, 
it is apparent that many ot the youths 
can receive no beuefit under the com- 
mon school system. If you have the 
right to deprive some, you have the 
right to deprive all ot that benefit. I 
ge as far as my friend, Mr. Fuller, 
or any man in favor of the education of 
all clusses, and am glad to see that we 
all seem to be a unit in this respect. 
But when you adopt this resolution 
you say to the world that North Caro- 
lina has done her best and is unable to 
raise funds sufficient to give her chil- 
dren more than the mere rudiments of 
a most imperfect education—a mere 
pauper education, Declarations of this 
sort do not well accord with patriotic 
professions of willingness to educate all. 

North Carolina has made an honest 
effort in behalf of common school edu- 
cation, butshe has not done her best. 
Let her, if necessary, part by degrees 
with her interest in all of her railroads 
and other works of internal improve- 
ments to raise funds for the purposes of 
education. These works have never yet 
put any considerable sum in the 
treasury, but are growing to be a fruit- 
ful source of corruption, political and 
otherwise. If we cannot raise the neces- | 
sary funds this way, let usdo it by 
taxation. We should submit to burden 
some tuxation, if necessary, to cducate 
the children of our State. ) 

It is funds that we need, and not an 
alteration of the common school law. 
The law is good enough, but the funds 
ure needed. Wecan raise the funds if 
we are willing to submit to the burden, 
and it is our duty to do so. 

Pending further discussion, the Con- 
vention adjourned till 3 o’clock p. m. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The Convention met at 3 o'clock, the 
President in the chair. 

The discussion on the third resolution 
of the report of the Committee on Com. 
mon Schools was renewed, Messrs. Me- 
Iver and Fuller part-cipating. 

The vote wus first taken on the mo- 
tion of Prot. Mclver to strike out the 
resolution, and failed by a bandsume 
majority. 

Ine report, with a slight alteration 
of the third resolution was unanimously 
adopted. 

Rev. Neill McKay, from the Commit- 
tee on the University, submitted the 
following report : 

Ttesolved, That the revival of the Uni- 
versity ot North Carolina at the earliest 
practicable moment is essential to the 
thorough improvement in the education 
of the people of the State. 

J. M. Lovejoy, of Wake, advocated 
in some well-timed remarks the adop- 
tion of the report and resolution, in 
which he pressed upon the Convention 
the importance of the revival of the 
University. 

Dr. Wingate said that he would fa- 
vor the resuscitation of the University 
at Chapel Hill, and he thought the 
Baptists of the State would tavor it, 
provided it was made a University in- 
deed, and not à mere college witha 
course of study no nigher than that pro- 
vided by the denominational colleges 
already in operation ia the State. We 
peed such au institution as the Univer- 
sity of Virginia, and theretore what we 
want is not so much the revival of the 
old college at Chapel Hill, but a school 
to which the graduates of other colleges 
might repair and prosecute much more 
widely their studies, Ile did pot be- 
lieve that denominational colleges do 
not furnish as high and es generous 
and as liberal an education as State 
schools. Ot the five leading colleges of 
the United States, four ot them, Prince- 
ton, Brown, Harvard and Yale, are all 
deuominational colleges, Oxtord and 
Cambridge universities are denomina- 
tional schools; the famous universities 
of Germany, especially those of Prussia, 
are strongiy denominational, and the 
idea, therelure, which many have that 
the education supplied by denomina- 
tional schools and colleges is not of the 
very first grade, is a great mistake, 

He stated, moreover, that there was 
another condition which he felt it his 
duty to mention —wWhieh is, that in this 
university, supported by the taxes of 
the peopie, and thus; supported by all 
denominations, the different churches 
should be represented in the faculty ac- 
cording to taxes paid by these churches 
and the patronage extended to the uni- 
versity. The Lutheran church, for in- 
stuuce, would not be entitled to us many 
members in the faculty as the Presby- 
terian church, aod just in proportion to 


the numbers of a church, the wealth ot 


a church, and the number of students 
supplied by a church, should be respec- 
ted ia the clecon ot the teachers of 
such aschool. We should, by all means 
seek to keep our youtha at home, to 
have them educated among our own 
people. We are losing largely by send- 
ing vur boys to institutions in other 
States. There are financial difficulties 
in the way of reviving ‘she University, 
but it it can be done; the Baptists are 
ready to aid in this good work. 

Dr. Craven said, I am distinctly in 
tavor of a University on a broad, just, 
liberal basis; not a State college as 
Chapel Hill was before the war, not 
simpiy u curriculum college sup 
by the State and called a University; 
but a University in the proper sense, tit 
to receive aud Carry on the uates 
of our colleges. To this end 1 will 
work as zealously and persistently as 
any man; not to create “leaders for 
the people“ as was said yesterday, 
not because our denominational col- 
leges do not afford as profound instruc 
tion as any State college does or ever 
did ; not use denominational in- 
fluence is unfavorable to the develop- 


ment of intellect, but to afford proper 
facilities for the broadest and best cal-

All the yreat institu- 
tion in England and America alwavs 
were aud still are intensely denomina- 
tional, and whatever is successful must 
be denominational in name or fact or 
both, &e. 

Dr. Pritchard did not rise to make a 
speech but simply to ask information of 
Prot. Melver in regard to the present 
financial condition of the University. 
He was in favor of the resuscitation of 
the college through his denomination 
(the Baptist) had never had a full pro- 
fessor in the faculty, that it was one of 
the largest tax paying denominations in 
the State. 

Proff. McIver made a detailed state- 
ment of the condition of the college, 
showing how the debt of $80,000, now 
hanging over it, was contracted, &c. 

Rev. Neill McKay made an able and 
lengthy speech in support of the resolu- 
tion’ He was glad to see the liberality 
displayed by the Presidents of the de- 
nominational colleges, present in the 
body of the convention, and also the 
leading Ministers of the various 
churches, towards the revivl of the 
University. We sincerely regret that 
our space necessarily prevents a synopsis 
of the excellent address. 

Mr. Argo offered a resolution that io 
the resuscitation of the University all 
political or church influence wil! be re- 
moved. 

Dr. Pritchard said that while no man 
on this floor was more in favor of the 
revival of the University than himself, | 
and that he would work for it with pen | 
and tongue, when revived he should 
claim a fair representation of his de- 
nomination in the faculty. 

Pending further discussion the Con- 
vention at 6 o’clock adjourned till 8:30 
o’clock p. m.
